AMERICA. 


When will labor leaders and dema- 
gogues cease their talk about 
“classes” in à land where every man 
is equal before the law? Some of the 
greatest names that the country has.

And in our own day there is Lincoln, 
the rail-splitter and the dweller in a 
log cabin, a student by the light of 
pine knots, rising step by step by the 
force of his inherent courage and 
worth to be the head of a great na- 
tion, a noble leader and an immortal 
martyr. Grant, the tanner, coming 
up to marshal the mightiest armies 
the world ever saw, winning the re- 
spect and the honor of the whole civ- 
ilized world, and leaving a name that 
shall be green as long as liberty en- 
dures.

KIPP HEIRS. 
Los Angeles People Interested in an 
Bstate. 

An attorney from Sangerties, N. Y., by 
‘the name of Carroll Whitaker, is now in 
this city for the purpose of collecting tes- 
timony which will put George Kipp and 
Mrs. Peabody, the children of James B. 
Kipp, who was murdered in this city eight 
years ago, in possession of a fortune left 
by their uncle; the brother of the mur- 
dered man. ‘fact is interesting, not 
only because it recalls one of the most 
diabolical murders ever committed within 
this city, but. because a selfish scheme on 
the part of another uncle to capture the 
whole inheritance will probably be . 
trated thereby. 

James B. Kipp resided at No. 643 South 
Olive street at the time of the tragedy, with 
his wife and two children. On the even- 
ing of September 18, 1886, a neighbor 
named A. G. Baynton, while in a drunken 
frenzy, followed his fleeing wife into the 
Kipps house and when ordered off by 
Mr. Kipp deliberately shot Mr. Kipp, his 
own wife, and Mr. Kipp’s fifteen-year-old 
daughter. The daughter was the only one 


_of the three to survive the murde-er’s rage, 


and she subsequently married a man 
named Peabody and resides at present in 
San Francisco. 
Andrew Kipp, the elder brother of the 
murdered man, bad heard nothing of him 
for forty years, and knew nothing of the 
tragedy, until he happened to see an ac- 
count of it some time afterwards in a copy 
of the San Francisco Bulletin. Surmising 
that the murdered James B. Kipp was his 
own brother he wrote to parties in this 
city. and received in reply information 
which satisfied him that the surmise was 
A regular correspondence was kept up 
between the nephew and niece and their 
uncle until the latter died intestate last 
year. By the laws of New York State one- 
half the inheritance should have gone to 
James Kipp’s two children and the othe 
half to William Kipp, another brother 
the deceased. In order to gain the whole 
of the substantial fortune which had been 
left, ‘William Kipp deliberately kept back 
all information as to the existence of 
James Kipp’s two children in California. 
People by the name of Snyder residing in 
Sangerties happened to know of the two 
California heirs and it was they who re- 
tained Mr. Whitaker to frustrate William 
Kipp’s selfish scheme.
